This seems to be a most 
natural and reasonable stiplalion, but 
ENGLAND IS LIKELY TO OBJECT ro IT 
on the ground that, in time of war, one of 
the easiest ways of crippling Russia is by 
confining her commerce in the Black Sea, thus 
cutting off hergrain trade. However, although 
there are many Englishmen who so hate 
Russia as to vindictively oppose anything 
suggested by her it is improbable that 
such sentiments will have any great influ- 
ence upon the diplomatic action of the Gov- 
ernment, and there seems now 
LITTLE REASON TO FEAR 
any further progress toward war between 
England and Russia. The English people 
are now experiencing a reaction from their 
intense warlike mood of the past three 
weeks, and this is one of the best indications 
that peace will be preserved. While Russia, 
Germany, and Austria now seem 
HIGHLY FAVORABLE TO A CONGRESS 
of the European Powers, each to be repre- 
sented by its Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
there is an evident reluctance here to En- 
gland’s participation, on the ground that she 
ought not to fetter her liberty of action, but 
remain free to refuse her sanction to any 
settlement which she deems injurious to her. 
SHOULD THE CONGRESS ASSEMBLE, 
however, it is improbable that England could 
hold aloof, though that course is strenuously 
urged by leading Conservatives.

The eastern coast ex- 
tends from Hekimtabiassi to Mangali, and from 
Mangali the line runs northward to Rassova on 
the Danube.

Wisuiseron, D. C., March G. Gen. Garfield, 
in reply to Judge Kelley’s attack of yesterday, 
made what his friends consider the greatest 
speech of his life. Garfield charged Kelley with 
unfairness in withholding nis speech from the 
Record, although it is in manuscript, yesterday, 
and also with being absent from the House, al- 
though present at the morning session in the 
Committee-room.

Oleomar arine could only com- 
pete with this low-grade stuff, and never with 
such product as we get from Elgin or any 
other representative creameries. The amount 
of butter made in 1577 greatly exceeded 
that of any previous year, but the quality 
averaged poorer. The natural result was an in- 
creased demand and higher figures for first-class 
butter. Figures show that for many years past 
the prestige of American butter has suffered in 
foreign markets. There was less butter ex- 
ported in 1876 than in 1560, but in 1877 a change 
was made. The gutv of American dairymen 
was to go to work to win back this lost prestige, 
and this desirable result was oaly to be ob- 
tained by persistent and proper attention to the 
wants of exporters and foreign customers. 
With the meagre statistics at command it was 
impossible to obtain rekable information as to 
the egg product of the country. Taking the 
receipts in New York as a basis, there has been 
no material change in the production during 
the past five years. The annual value of eggs 
produced and sold from firms tn New York State 
is estimated at $2,500,000. Inciuding the West- 
ern product marketed in that city, the value 
would reach nearl¥ $6,000,000. The exports for 
1576 — valued at $064,998 and for IS77 at 


The speaker concluded with a recommenda- 
tion that experimental stations should be es- 
tablished by the different States. lu such m- 
stitutions scientific instruction could be given 
as to the most approved and profitable 
system of dairying, the best appli- 
ances for manufacture, best breeds of 
cattle, and kinds of grasses needed in our past- 
ures. He estimated that an appropriation of 
$50,000 would establish, and an apnual outlay 
of $5,000 would maintain, such an ipstitution. 

COL. LITTLER | 
extended a welcome to the delegat He esti- 
mated the aanual value of the milk, butter, 
and cheese produced in the United States at 
$600,000,000. Of the 300,000,000) pounds of 
cheese made last year, nearly half found a mar- 
ket across the Atlantic. The dairy interest had 
spread all over the coutinent, from New York 
to Nebraska. The 900,000,000 pounds of butter 
and 300,000,000 pounds of cheese qnnually pro- 
duced would fill 60,000 freicht-cars, or would 
load two 1,000-ton sbips every working day 
during the year. The egg product was incalcu- 
lable, but, on the basis of the New York 
cousumption (estimated at one-twentieth of that 
of the country), reached nae

of barrels. Six hundred and eighty million 
pounds of poultry were marketed or consumed 
during the year. The speaker eptimated the 
vaiue of milk, butter, cream, and cheese pro- 
duced during the year at $600,000, ; the ergs 
and poultry at „000,000; and claimed for 
this enormous business—the great staple in- 
dustry of the counptry—a respectful consider- 
ation.

Mom the Rev. H. K. Field's New Book of Asian Travel. 
The Regent received us with dignity, but with 
great cordiality.

But he sent fora gentleman to dine, 
who was of Spaaish descent, and who, though a 
native of Java, and had never been out of it, 
yet spoke both French and English, and thus 
we were able to converse. The Regent had a 
wife, aud after a time she entered the hall and 
welcomed my niece with a cordiality almost like 
that of two school-girls meeting. She was simply 
dressed, in the lightest costume, with bare feet, 
but in gold-embroidered slippers. Everything 
in ber attire was very plain, except that her ears 
were bung with diamonds that fairly dazzied us 
with their britliancy. She began talking with 
great volubility, and seemed not quite to com- 
prenend why it was that we did not understand 
Malay or Javanese. However, with the help of 
our interpreter, we got along, and were sooo in 
the most confidential relations. She had very 
vague ideas of the part of the world we came 
from. We tried to make her understand that 
the world was round, and that we lived on the 
other side of the globe. We asked why the 
Regent did not go abroad and see the world. 
But she signified with a peculiar gesture, as if 
counting with ber fingers, that it took a great 
deal of money. As she taiked of family matters, 
she informed us that her lord had another wife. 
It was quite natural, she said, that he shoula de- 
sire this. She (his first wife) had been married 
to him over twenty years, and was getting a lit- 
tle and he needed a young face to make 
the house bright aud gay. Presently the sec- 
ond wife entered, and we were presented to her. 
She was very voung,—I should think not 20 
ears of age. Evidently the elder occupied the 
rst place in the household, gnd the younger 
took the second. They seemed to stand in a 
kind of sisterly relation to each other, without 
the slightest feeling of jealousy between them. 
Both were very pretty, after the Malayan type, 
—that is, with mild, soft eyes, and skins, not 
black. like Africans, but of a rich, brown color. 
They would have been even beautiful if they 
had had also what the Africans so often have,— 
dazzling white teeth; but this is prevented by 
the constant chewing of the betel-nut and to-

At half-past 8 o’clock we went to dinner. 
had the honor of sitting between the two 
wives, and enjoyed the courtesy of both, who 
prepared fruit for her, and by many little at- 
tentions, such as are understood in all parts of 
the world, showed that they belonged to the 
true sisterhood of woman. The position of 
woman in Java is somewhat peculiar. The peo- 
ple are Mohammedans, and yet the women are 
not secluded, nor do they veil their faces; they 
receive strangers in their houses and at their 
tables: thus they have much greater freedom 
than their sisters in Turkey or Egypt. The Ke- 
Font, being a Mussulman, did not take wine, 
hough he provided it for his guests. After the 
dinner, coffee was served, of a rich, delicious 
flavor,—for Java is the land of coffee,—followed 
by the inevitabie cigar. I do not smoke, but 
could not allow my refusal to interfere with the 
habits of those whose guest I was, and could put 
mire the ineffable satisfaction with which the 
egentand his friends puffed the fragrant weed. 
The two wives took their pleasure in their own 
fashion. A small box, like a tea-caddy, was 
brought upon the table, full of little silver cups 
and cases, containing leaves of the betel-nut and 
spices, cassia and gambier, a little lime, and a 
cup of the finest tobacco. Out of these they 
1 a delicate morsel for their lips. With 
er own dainty fingers each rolled up a leaf of 
the betel-nut, inclosing in it several kinds of 
spices, and filling it with a good pinch of tobac- 
co, which, our Spanish friend explained, was 
not so much for the taste as to make the mor- 
sel plumo and round, large enough to fill the 
mouth (or, as a wine-taster would say of his fa- 
vorite madeira or port, to giv: it sufficient 
body); and also, he added, it was to clean the 
teeth, aad to give an aromatic fragrance to the 
breath! Irepeat, as exactly as I can recall 
them, his very words. 

Whether the precious compound had all these 
virtues, certainly these courtly dames took it 
with infinite relish, and rolled f as a sweet mor- 
eel under their tongucs, and looked on their 
Jord witb no jealousy of his enjoyment of his 
cigar. Here was a picture of conjugal felicity. 
Tue family was evidently an affectionate and 
happy one. The Regent loved both his wives, 
and they sat side by side without envy or un- 
charitabieness, happy in the sunshine of his 
face, and chewed their betel-nut with a compos- 
ure, an aspect of tranguil enjoyment, which 
many in more civilized countries may admire, 
but cannot equal. in the morning when the 
family came together, I remarked that the first 
wife, who thep apparently saw ber busband for 
the first time, came forward, and, bending low, 
kissed his jeweled hand; and soon alter the 
second wile entered and kissed the first wife’s 
hand, thus observing that natural order of 
precedence which is so beautiful in every well- 
regulated family.

THE CITY APPROPRIATIONS. 

The Common Council have completed and 
passed the annual Appropriation bill. which 
amounts in the aggregate to $3,992,879. Of 
this amount about $250,000 are obtained 
from the miscellaneous receipts provided by 
licenses, eto., leaving $3,742,242 to be raised 
by taxing the real and personal property of 
the city. There is a saving of about $250,- 
000 on the tax-levy of last year, which was a 
little over $4,000,000. But this saving is 
insignificant in comparison with the exac- 
tions of the people, who demanded a reduc- 
tion of at least $1,000,000 to meet. the 
shrinkagé in values and the greater hardship 
of paying taxes under such conditions. The 
Council have also proceeded in defiance of 
the serious embarrassments of the Mu- 
nicipal Government, arising from a 
deficiency of the tax-collections and 
the decisions of the Courts practically pro- 
hibiting the temporary borrowing of money, 
since there can be na lawful appropriation of 
money for the payment of interest thereon. 
In one word, the Council has followed in the 
footsteps of its predecessors, with the nota- 
ble exception of the Council immediately suc- 
ceeding the Cor. vr ival: It has appro- 
priated money to run the City Government 
at about the same cost as heretofore, in the 
face of the fact that |many citizens will con- 
tinue to contest the payment of taxes under 
the present system, and without making the 
slightest provision for escaping from this 
system by providing means wherewith to in- 
augurate the policy of ‘‘ pay as you go.” The 
most of the Aldermen Who voted against the 
final passage of the bill did so because the 
appropriations were pot high enough to suit 
them, and not because they were in sym- 
pathy with the popular demand for a further 
decrease. 

It is generally believed that the appropria- 
tions this year could) have been kept within 
$3,000,000, and many persons think, in view 
of the necessities of the case, that $2,000,000 
could have been made to serve; in the latter 
case, a total appropriation of $4,000,000 
might have been made with the distinct un- 
derstanding that the surplus should serve as 
an unexpended balance for next year. Such 
& programme would have thrown the citizens 
on their own resqurees to a large extent for 
the protection of thejr property, the cleani 


. of the streets, etc.; but, as it is evident that 


it is only in this way that the city can evef 
resume cash payments, it would have been 
better to suffer a yee@r’s inconvenience now 
than to go on increasing the embarrassments 
and burdens of the taxpayers in the future. 
The average Alderman seems to think that a 
settlement can always be postponed ; but he 
is mistaken in this. There is a limit to for- 
bearance when things keep on going from 
bad to worse, as y must of necessity so 
long as the shaving” system of finances is 
maintained.

But all this, it must be 
admitted, is still a mere modification of the 
credit system; and, by arranging forexpendi- 
tures on the old basis, the Council has given 
Chicago no hope of escaping from this 
vicious and oppressive system. 


WHAT THE PRESIDENT DID NOT DO. 

There were urgent intimations during the 
pendency of the Silver bill that, if the Pres- 
ident would, for the time, surrender his 
notions of Civil-Service reform, he might 
save the country by such a judicious distri- 
bution of his patronage that enough votes 
would be secured in th® Senate to sustain 
the veto. This policy was strongly hinted 
if not directly advocated by more than one 
New York paper. The Albany Hrening 
Journal seems to regret that the President 
wis weak enough not to have bribed enough 
Senators to have defeated the Silver bill, and 
in commenting on the veto it expresses its 
disgust by saying: 

But it matters little what the President says. It 
will have no influence upon the fate of the measure 
one way or the other. he will of a Jackson, the 
political tact of a LIxcolx. or the quiet but effect- 
ual leaderehip of a Grant, could arrest it. There 
was a time when even President Hayxes, with dif- 
ferent counsels and with earnest will, could suc- 


cessfully have cried halt to this on-rashing mad - 
ness. But that time has gone by. 


They understand this business better at 
Albany.

General, and the man who was would not, 
even to save the country,” offer any 
Senator a bribe, and hence everything went 
to the eternal bow-wows. The intimation 
that Jacxson, and Lincoiy, and Grant could 
have manipulated the Senate, and induced 
that body to have putthe country at defiance 
and have defeated the Silver bill, is not war- 
ranted by history. The statement is untrue. 
The intimation that there was a time when 
even President Hares with different coun- 
sels” could have commanded a controlling 
vote in the Senate. is equally untrue. The 
inference, however, is that, had Mr. 
Cox been allowed to run the 
Administration, and other machine 
Senators been allowed to manage the local 
politics of their States, and if the President 
had given the selection of his Cabinet to the 
gentlemen who were not nominated at Cin- 
cinnati, then the veto of the Silver bill could 
have been sustained. This is unfounded in 
fact. The Silver bill was demanded by the 
country. It was not an anti-Administration 
measure; it was not a party measure; but it 
was a national measure, appealing to all 
sections and to the people of all parties. It 
could not have been defeated.

We do not propose to argue the facts. Our 
purpose is to call attention to the low tone 
of morals exhibited in this Albany paper, 
where with hardly-disguised bitterness it 
upbraids the President in not being equal to 
his opportunity, and for not having em- 
ployed the Executive patronage to bribe a 
sufficient number of Senators to have -sus- 
tained the veto. When political degradation 
reaches that point that the central organ of 
an aspiring candidate for the Presidency ac- 
cuses the President of morfl weakness in 
the cause of national honor, in refusing to 
use Executive patronage to influence 
(purchase) votes enough to défeat the Silver 
bill, we can understand to some extent how 
grateful the country should be to the Cin- 
cinnati Convention for what it did not do. 
The prospect of a reform in the Civil 
Service, or of reform in anything, cannot 
be very brilliant so long as American politics 
are thus disgracefully illustrated. 


PATIENCE AND PERTINACITY WILL WIN 
THE VICTORY. 

There is no use in saying anything about 
Custom-House frauds,” said Mr. L. Z. Lzrrzn, 
of the House of Fp, Lerrer & Co. 
“Why?” queried a Trrpunereporter. “‘ Talk- 
ing does no good,” said Mr. Lzrrer, and pro- 
ceeded : 


When evidence is laid before the Secretary of 
the Treasury, he takes no notice of it. Lookat 
that man dames. If the evidence against him is 
trae, he is a scoundrel, and ought to be dismissed, 
but the Secretary bas done nothing. It does no 
good to show where frauds are committed, since 
no notice is taken of them. and we intend saying 
nothing more. 


We think that Mr. Lzrrer is altogether too 
fast. We are not by any means of the opin- 


was careful to move no faster on the road to 
reform than the mass of his fellow-citizens. 
When he prepared to assault the enemy, he 
wanted to be sure of ample support, to the 
end that the blow might be a heavy and de- 
cisive one. The reign of customs frauds in 
New York has been so long and successful 
that Secretary Suzrman may well hesitate to 
grapple with the Ring until he is sure that 
the press and people of the country are with 
him. Every great reform of the ages has 
left its martyrs by the wayside. History is 
fullof the cases of noble men who have 
fallen helplessly, in conflict with giant evils, 
for want of support in the nick of time. 
„Say nothing” and do nothing” are not 
levers of progress, In the effort to overthrow 
an abuse so gigantic and so old as that of 
the New York Custom-House mismanage+ 
ment, it cannot be reasonably demanded 
that Secretary Suegman should do more 
than keep fully abreast with the tide of pub- 
lic sentiment.. The whole public is interest- 
ed in the proposed reform. Every dollar 
stolen from the revenues at the New York 
Custom-House is an addition to the tax bur- 
den of every citizen of the country, which 
comes in the form of additional taxation to 
meet the deficit caused by the theft. There- 
fore every citizen of every State in the 
Union should, from the standpoint of per- 
sonal motive, stand by the Secretary in the 
prosecution of the work of reform. But 
Mr. Lzrrer is in a position to feel the di- 
rect force of the outrage. The frauds at the 
New York COustom-House constitute a 
discrimination against him personally. 
They drive him, a merchant, from 
the foreign markets, and compel him to buy 
the goods he prefers to import of importers 
in New York City, who, he is morally cer- 
tain, are placed in an advantageous position 
over him by reason of the fact that they 
have robbed the Government of a portion of 
its revenues. The position is humiliating, 
and Mr. Lerrer should not halt half way on 
the road to the exposure and punishment 
which surely await the scoundrels who have 
had the effrontery to decree his banishment 
from the markets of foreign countries. 


TRUE TEMPERANCE REFORM. 

The Massachusetts Legislature recently 
had before it a petition asking for legisla- 
tive discrimination in favor of ale and beer. 
The petition was supported by a strong argu- 
ment from a Mr. Reuter, who represented 
the Brewers’ Association. The petition and 
argument seem to have produced a deep im- 
pression on the public, if not on the Legis- 
lature. Five reasons were adduced in justi- 
fication of the desired legislation. They 
were, briefly, as follows: (1) That lager 
beer and ale contain only about 4 per cent of 
alcohol, combined with over 6 per cent of 
nourishing malt-extract ; (2) that they have 
invariably been found pure; (3) that they 
gratify without injury a love of stimulants 
which is one of the strongest of human in- 
stincts; (4) that the classification of all 
liquors as equally injurious, and their taxa- 
tion as such, tend to discourage the use of 
the least injurious; and (5) that ale and 
beer, on account of their bulky and perish- 
able nature, which makes evasion of the tax 
impossible, bear the burden of the law. 
These several propositions are supported by 
extracts from the annual reports of the 
State Board of Health. 

Mr. Rrorznu maintained in his argument 
that the brewers deserved credit for moral 
courage and adherence to principle,” inas- 
much as they had declared war upon the dis- 
tillers; and it is well known that brewers 
look for the sale of by far the larger part of 
their product to those who are at the same time 
interested in the sale of distilled spirits. In 
support of the position that the craving for 
stimulants is well-nigh universal, he quoted 
the estimates of good authorities that mate 
is used by 10,000,000 people, cocoa by as 
many more, chicory by 40,000,000, the 
chocolate bean by 40,000,000, coffee and 
betel each by 100,000,000, opium by 400,- 
000,000, tea by 500,000,000, and tobacco by 
800,000,000. The numberof people using alco- 
holic stimulants is probably greater than any 
of these. A practice so general,” he 
argued, “‘ commencing in remote antiquity, 
and common to both savage and civilized 
peoples, necessarily arises from a natural 
craving of man.” In regard to the nourish- 
ing qualities of beer, Mr. Revres found 
valuable testimony ip the report of the 
Inspector and Assayer of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, who found nme 
samples of beer and ale analyzed by him to 
average 4.06 in alcohol, and 6.09 in malt ex- 
tract. Good cow's milk contains 13 to 15 per 
cent of solid substances ; hence, 100 gallons 
will, in the average, yield fourteen gallons: of 
nutritious matter. There are produced in 
this country, annually, about 280,000,000 
gallons of beer and ale; these would repre- 
sent in nutritious matter—at the rate of 14 
to 6—120,000,000 gallons of milk. Nor can 
it be successfully maintained that the barley 
used in this production is ‘‘ wasted.” It 
would not be grown at all, or only in incon- 
siderable quantities, if it were not for the 
manufacture of beer. As it is, barley is the 
seventh staple agricultural product of the 
country, and nearly $7,000,000 more valuable 
than the tobacvo industry. It yields, next 
to tobacco and potatoes, the highest value 
of any crop produced. The manufacture of 
beer thus causes, indirectly, a large return to 
the agricultural population. Moreover, the 
barley is not “wasted” after it has been 
through the mash-tubs, but is used for feed. 
Por this purpose it is vastly more valuable 
than distillers’ slops. The grains result- 

from 25,000,000 bushels of malt annu- 
ally’ used represent 403,200 tons of hay in 
feeding value. Continuing Ns argument, 
Mr. Revrer showed from the reports of 
State officials that beer and ale are seldom 
adulterated. He quoted from Prof. Marr- 
scHoit’s Chemistry of Food to establish 


Tun Trrsvuxz in all parts of Germany, 
Dr. Bowbrrom in Munich, and of Dr. Rey- 
Notos in Vienna, The authority of physi- 
cians was also given to show that malt 
liquors are often useful as a tonic when all 
else fails. | e- 

Mr, Reuter, it will be observed, makes 
statements without authority. He has line 
upon line, precept upon precept, for every 
proposition he -advances. His argument is 
doubly valuable, because it proceeds upon 
sufficient information. It is calculated to 
convince every thoughtful, unprejudiced per- 
son that the manufacture and sale of malt 
liquors may, under some circumstances, be a 
protection against the worst evils of intem- 
perance. In this respect the argument 
voices the sentiments that Taz Trrpunz has 
long entertained and often expressed. 
Wherever beer and light wine can be substi- 
tuted for ardent spirits, they are a national 
blessing ; and, so far as legislation can be used 
to procure such a substitution, it should be 
freely resorted to. The proper means to adopt 


to secure this end have been indicated. The 


most efficient prohibitory laws that have 
ever been passed have lamentably failed of 
their purpose; and any laws which try to 
eradicate the appetites of men must meet 
the same fate. All that can be done is to in- 
fluence and regulate these appetites. This 
can be easiest accomplished by giving the 
freest sale, consistent with the demands of 
the revenue, to wine and beer, and by mak- 
ing the sale of ardent spirits troublesome 
and expensive.

DR. MARY WALKER’S GRIEVANCE. 

Dr. Many Waker has a grievance. There 
is nothing remarkable in that, for Dr. Mary 
Waxes frequently has grievances, Her 
latest grievance grows out of her own eccen- 
tric ideas as to dress, which exhibit her upon 
the street in a toggery that appertains 
neither to man nor woman, and makes it 
uncertain whether she is fish, flesh, or fowl. 
The average pedestrian in Washington has 
probably become accustomed to what was 
once a startling phenomenon, but the street- 
Arabs have not, and, as the gamin of the 
gutter always has a keen relish for the ridic- 
ulous, and claims anything out of the com- 
mon as a fair target for his merriment, Dr. 
Many Waker has been selected by the 
newsboys and bootblacks as their victim, and 
whene’er she walks abroad, an admiring 
throng of these gentry swarm after her with 
suggestions more forcible than elegant, and 
requests more personal than polite. For in- 
stance, she is desired to Shoot that hat,” 
and Pull down her vest.” Her remon- 
strances are followed by the interpellative, 
What do you soy?” or an intense desire on 
their part to learn if she is ‘‘giving them 
taffy,” or a warning that she may make 
herself disliked.” The ill-manners of these 
small boys, however reprehensible, are hard- 
ly to be wondered at. The boys are not 
aware that she is a dress reformer, or that 
she is the exponent of hygienic, esthetic, 
and philosophical ideas. They regard her 
undoubtedly as an iconoclast, if not a mon- 
strosity, and think they are entitled to treat 
her as they would one of their own number 
who should appear on the street with a clean 
shirt or a white necktie. They see in their 
crude, unscientific way that some of the 
proprieties have been violated, and there is 
no greater stickler for routine than the 
gamin. One who doubts this may test it at 
any time by running the gauntlet of the 
Madison street tribe in any style of dress at 
variance with the prevailing fashion. He does 
not assail Dr. Mary Watxer with his argot 
because she isa woman or because he bears 
any malice towards her, but simply because, 
being a woman, she offends his conservative 
ideas by appearing upon the street in a style 
of dress that jars against the eternal fit ness 
of things. There are older people who 
take the same view of Dr. Many Wa xen, 
but being more politic in their disposition, 
and not having that buoyancy and friskiness 
that characterize kittens, calves, and gamins, 
they keep their thoughts to themselves, 
whereas in the case of the impulsive small 
boy of the curb he effervesces and bursts all 
bounds of decorum in the expression of his 
feelings. Upon one of these occasions, it is 
to be confessed, Dr. Many Waxes rose 
supesior to the situation and made an ex- 
ample of one gamin that struck terror to the 
rest of the flock. The victim was unusually 
gifted, not only in power of lungs, but in 
his flow of English, and made it so lively for 
the Doctor with gibes and jests that she gave 
chase to him and overtook him. Seizing 
him by the nape of the neck with one hand 
and by that portion of his breeches famil- 
iarly known to his guild as the “slack ” 
with the other, shé held him up and nearly 
shook the life out of him, and so demoralized 
the victim of her wrath that he has ever 
since regretted the intimacy of his acquaint- 
ance with the Doctor, notwithstanding the 
fact that he is regarded as a hero by the rest 
of his fellows. ‘The shaking up of this one 
gamin, however, was as ineffectual as would 
be the killing of one hornet in a nestfull. 
Knowing the terror that a policeman in- 
spires in the breast of the gamin, she has 
determined to suppress her small persecutors 
by seeking a place on the police, and a few 
evenings since she filed the following appli- 
cation : 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of 
Metropolitan Police of Washington—GentTLEmeEN: 
I hereby make application to be appointed a special 
policewoman onthe police force of thiscity. I 
claim that lamthe only woman in the United 
States that is qualified to hold euch a position, as I 
am the only one who ever held a commission in 
the United States army, having been honorably 
discharged asa Contract Surgeon in the regular 
army at the close of the War.

In a subsequent interview with a reporter 
of the Washington Post she mapped out her 
campaign as follows: I ü propose, when I 
get my commission and badge, to have a 
crook put on the handle of my cane, so that 
Ican catch the little scamps by the collars 
and gather them in.” Much as we may ad- 
mire the pluck of the Doctor in thus seeking 
to circumvent her persecutors, we fear the 
job will not be as easy as she fancies. Rag- 
pickers display great dexterity in fishing out 
flotsam from the gutters with their crooks, 
but a gamin is movable, elastic, and as ec- 
centric in his movements asa devil’s darning- 
needle. She may reach out for him only to 
find he isn’t there, and, even if she succeeds 
in securely hooking him, he may shed his 
raiment, leaving her with nothing but a 
small jacket for a trophy, while he, with 
fingers gyrating from the end of his nose, 
slips easily away. It seems to us there is a 
larger field in which she may operate, and

vagrom men,” and armed with dab, 
crook, and revolver, she can walk abroad in 
the full panoply of the law by day and night 
and gather in the loafers and bummers. In

END OF THE CUBAN WAR. 

All the circumstances seem to indicate that 
the Cuban war, which has now lasted about 
ten years, has been brought to a close by a 
triumph of Spanish authority. But it is evi- 
dently a triumph gained rather by conces- 
sion than by the assertion of superior force. 
There is little doubt that the Cuban patriots 
could have maintained a formidable insur- 
rection for many years longer had Spain 
fought them under the barbarous and in- 
human tactics pursued during several years 
by VALMASEDA, encouraged and sustained by 
the Home Government. Then the policy 
was massacre, not war, and Spain found its 
fighting material under the name of Volun- 
teers in the penitentiaries, and galleys, and 
chain-gangs; the beantiful Island of Cuba 
was laid desolate, and men and boys were 
slaughtered by the tens of thousands, by 
these bloodthirsty wretches with command- 
ers scarcely less brutal than themselves. 
Had this kind of warfare been maintained up 
to the present time, we believe that not only 
would the ins tion not have been 
crashed, but that some portion of the civil- 
ized world would have interposed on the 
ground of humanity and the confessed ina 
bility of Spain to govern Cuba as one of her 
provinces. 

There is reason to believe that Gen. Man- 
TInEz-Campos deserves the largest share of 
the credit for the more recent policy of deal- 
ing with the insurgents, which has finally 
brought about their surrender; for, had 
JOVELLAR, the Captain-General, followed his 
instincts, he would have abided by the tra- 
ditional policy of oppression in peace and 
extermination in war, which has character- 
ized Spanish rule of the Island of Cuba for a 
century anda half. But Manrrrvez-Campos, 
after showing the superior strength of good 
soldiery, under proper discipline and fight- 
ing according to the rules of civilized war- 
fare, indicated a policy of conciliation. The 
terms include general amnesty, the emanci- 
pation of slaves who were in the lines of the 
insurgents, a representation in the Spanish 
Cortes according to population, and the ap- 
plication to Cuba of the same provincial and 
municipal laws as obtain in Spain; these 
laws have been in operation in Porto Rico 
for some time. 

Whether or not Cuba shall long remain in 
a state of quiet will depend entirely upon 
the good faith of the Home Government in 
following out the spirit of conciliation and 
fair treatment promised by the terms of 
peace. Ouba in the past has always been at 
the mercy of the Captain-General, who 
ruled with as despotic a sway as if he were 
an Emperor in the Middle Ages, and the 
Captains-General have usually been chosen 
by the Home Government from men who 
would apply the screws and extort the ut- 
most revenue from the residents of the 
island by fair means or foul. This is the 
underlying reason of the constant succession 
of revolts, insurrections, and _ rebellions 
which have torn and rentthe lovely island 
ever since the population was large anough 
to offer resistance to the policy of oppres- 
sion. Nor is there any reason to expect a per- 
manent cessation of outbreaks now unless 
the Spanish Government shall abandon the 
effort to squeeze out of Cuba, by taxations 
and impositions, the entire yield of its rich 
resources. The Cuban population, in its 
present advanced condition, demands all the 
advantages and concessions due to a civilized 
condition. The gradual emancipation proj- 
ect must be carried out in good faith; the 
amnesty stipulations must be fully main- 
tained; the native Oubans must have the 
same property and personal rights as the 
Spanish enjoy; the policy of trade discrim- 
ination must be steadily modified till it dis- 
appears, because it is this more than any- 
thing else which has oppressed and impov- 
erished the Cubans in spite of the excep- 
tional luxuriance of their island and almost 
unlimited product of their soil. Any return 
to the old Spanish misrule of the island will 
more surely incite insurrection in the future 
than it has in the past.

While New Orleans thus makes a very creditabie 
showing and 1s entitled to be proud of it, it is to be 
constantly borne in mind that this isin winter, 
when the northern water-routes are closed, and 
aleo when grain—and especially corn and flour— 
are not exposed to the danger of heating which ia 
hkely to interfere with trasportation by that route 
in summer. So while the people of New Orleans 
have reason to hope for a large increase in the 
business of their city from various sources, they 
should avoid unreasonable expectations, which will 
be disappointed. 

The temporary diversion from Chicago roads of 
a considerable part of the Western business is ex- 
plained by two or three facts. As the Chicago and 
St. Louis roads in the Southwestern Rate Associa- 
tion pooled their earnings the Chicago roads re- 
ceived their share, whether they did the business 
or not, and hence had no inducement to meet the cut 
rates of the Wabash and other lines. As the agreed 
rate from Kansas City to St. Louis was from four to 
six cents bees than to Chicago and some of the roads 
from St Louis to the East were willing to carry for 
nominal figures, the route via that city evidently 
had an advantage, to say nothing of the river 
movement. If, however, on the withdrawal of 
the St. Louis roads from the pool the Chicago 
roads should decide to enter into an uctive competi- 
tion, as they very likely will, and put rates — 
to St. Louis res with the low rutes oy lake and 
canal as another important inducement, the re- 
sult is hardly doubtfa).

THE NORTHWESTERN ROUTES. 

St. Louis has gone almost wild with joy over 
an arrangement between the St. Louis, Kansas 
City & Northern, Central Iowa, and Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroads, by which a 
through line has been established between St. 
Louis and St. Paul. For the part week the St. 
Louis papers have been filled with articles 
recountiog the immense benefit that St. 
Louis will derive from the formation of this 
line, and how the produce of the great North- 
west will hereafter go to St. Louis instead of to 
Chicago. This thing goes to show how easily St. 
Louis can be worked up to a frenzy about mat- 
ters that would hardly de noticed in Chicago. 
The line from St. Paul to St. Louis has been in 
existence for years, only that the roads forming 
it did not run through cars nor prorated with 
each other. The reason this was not done 
sooner was because the line is much longer and 
inferior than the roads via Chicago, and it was 
not believed that the running of through 
trains would pay expenses. Nothing 
has occurred since to change matters iv this 
respect, and the lipe from St. Louis to St. Paul 
about which so mich ado has been made, will 
prove one of the many baubles with which the 
St. Louisians have been spasmodically amusing 
themselves in order to keep their spirits up. 
The impracticability of the pew line as a direct 
route is best ven by the fact that a person 
can go from St. Paul to St. Louis via Chicago 
and arrive at St. Louis at about the same time 
as by going over the direct route, and will 
mare a chance to spend six hours in Chicago. 
en, agalu, the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad, the St. Paul end of the new direct“ 
route from the Northwest to St. Louis, will 
hardly make great effort to divert the business 
to St. Louis, for, by taking it to that city, its 
mileage proportion will be dut 141 miles, while 
taking it to Chicago it will get the full mileage, 
409 miles. It is. therefore, a matter of dollars 
and cents with this road to take all the business 
it can to Chicago. But besides the Milwaukee & 
Sl. Paul Railroad, Chicago has another direct 
route to St. Paul and the Northwest, which will 
compete for the business from that section still 
more energetically than it has done heretofore, 
and wili take advantege of any defection on the 
part of the Milwaukee & St. Paul. There is as 
yet no cause for Chicago to be alarmed about 
a diversion of the Northwestern trade to St.

Did He Drive a Poor Woman Crazy by Herd- 
ing Her Among Maniacs ?--Progress of the 
Case Against Him. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

KaLaMazoo, March 6.— Was she crazy?’ is 
the interrogatory now used by the people here. 
They refer to the plaiatiff in the now famous 
Asylum case on trial in this Circuit. 

Miss Bixby, an Asylum. attendant, was re- 
called as soon as court opened this morning, and 
subjected to a rigid examination as to life at the 
Asylum among the patients. 

Mrs. Cornelia Basset, of Toledo, O., testified. 
As an acquaintance of the plaintif! while she 
practiced in that city she remarked the great 
difference in her health and appearance between 
the years of 1874 and 1875, the years that the 
plaintiff was in the Asylum. | 

The deposition ot Mrs. Betsey Brown, 73 years 
old, the mother of the plaintiff, was read, which 
contained a statement that she believed Mrs. 
Newcomer was always perfectly sane, and of 
good health previous to entering the Asylum. 

Anotner attendant of the Asylum, who was 
on duty during Mrs. Newcomer’s confinement 
there, Mrs. E. Dunton, was put upon the stand. 
She confirmed the testimony of the other at- 
tendant, Miss Bixby, in reference to the plain- 
tiffs treatment, and added that the plaintiff 
was quiet, and that she did not believe her in- 
sane at the time. 

Letters from Dr. Van Deusen to Mrs. Mina 
Keily, the sister of the plaintiff, were then 
offered in evidence and read. The letters 
stated principally that Mrs. Newcomer was in a 
low condition; that she was constantly laboring 
under delusions; that she fretted about the 
want of money to pay her taxes with, and to 
reward the doctor for her treatment; that she 
could not retain what was told her. The letters 
also contained questions as to her disposal in 
ease of death, which the writer said might be 
apprehended at any moment. 

The deposition of Dr. Charlotte F. Stringer, 
of Minnesota, was then read, which showed —

Dr. Speinvey was the last wieness of the day.

WISCONSIN.

Mapison, Wis., March 6.—The Senate was 
largely occupied on a bill providing for the care 
oftae insane.

A large number of bills were indefinitely 
postponed. 

The Assembly had a session this evening to 
consider a bill to grant divorce after eight 
years of insanity, Carl Pope and William E. 
Carter making strong arguments in favor of 
the passage of the bil, and Ed Wall, of Mil- 
waukee, speaking against its passage. The bill, 
under the operations of the previous question, 


was indefinitely postponed by a vote of 51 to 40. 


The Assembly Committee on Railroads this 
afternoon considered a bill repealing the exemp- 
tion from taxation of lands of the Wisconsin 
Central Railroad. Mr. Colby, of the Central 
Railroad, made a strong argument against the 
repeal, and Senator Mumbree favored the re- 
peal. The Committee have decided to report 
the bill back with a recommendation of indeii- 
nite postponement. 

Senator Sackett made a strung appeal before 
the 9 on F — Hy .— avd Insur- 
ance, in the nate to-day, favoring the passage 
of a bill taxing life-insurance compauies.

France, dy limiting the coinage, keeps hundreds 
of millions of silver in circulation at par with gold. 
and the United States can easily keep its silver 
coin, which is 3 per cent more valuabie than the 
French silver coin, in circulation at par with gold 
for an indefinite period, until the unnatural de- 
‘pression in the silver market has passed away. 
These practical considerations were overlooked by 
a large number of people, and they have had to 
2 instead of gains, as the price 
their miscaicalations. Im fact, the Silver law 
— directly to the reduction of the 
premiam on gold.

CONDITION OF THE NEW YORK BANKS.

A paper was — on Change yesterday. 
for signatures, the object of which fe to obtain the 
abolition of the rule of the Board of Trade for the 
prevention of corners. The Board is very much 
divided in opinion with respect to the advisability 
of making another change. The subject has been 
talked about a great deal but not much argued, and a 
little argument would be in order. There are 
some who claim that one effect of the rule has 
been a dimimished volume of business here, and 
that the abolition of the rule would bring back cus- 
tom. This is denied by others. The matter is of 
sufficient importance to make it worth the while of 
the Board toappoint a commission to discuss the 
subject, and hear all that may be advanced on 
both sides. It may be that something would be 
agreed upon that would be a decided improvement 
upon both the new and the old. 

The teading produce markets were very irregular 
yesterday, some being active and weak, while oth- 
ers were quiet and steady. Console were easier 
early, but advanced subsequently, and the news 
from Burope left little room to doubt that affairs in 
the Old World will be arranged wthout more war, — 
at least for the present. The report by the Mart Lane 
Express, to the effect that the prospects of peace 
seem to have knocked the bottom out of the grain 
trade of Great Britain, naturally caused heaviness 
in wheat here, and hogs did the same thing for 
pork, the provision market being very much de- 
pressed. Our receipts of produce were fair in 
volume, witha fair outgo in most departments, 
and the weather continued mild enough to suggest 
very early spring work, as there is not enough ice 
do the north of us to give a season of protracted 
cold when it ought to be summer. 

Dry goods were moderately active and steady. 
The attenaance of buyers ise daily increasing, and 
the present week promises to be the most active 
that our jobbers have experienced since the close 
of the autumn trade. Prices were steady and firm. 
Inthe grocery market no specially new features 
were developed. There was just a fair demand 
and nothing more, the movement falling 
short of what it should be at this time 
of year. Coffees and teas were easy. 
Sugars, sirups, molasses, and rice were firm. 
Prices of butter and cheese were substantially the 
same as have been current for a fortnight past. 
Fine goods were scarce and firm; low grades 
neglected and weak. In the dried-fruit market 
there was a reasonable degree of activity at about 
steady prices. Fish were in better demand and 
ruled firmer. No changes were reported in the 
leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, and wood markets. 
Oils were quiet, with lard and turpentine quoted 
lower. Paints are receiving increased attention 
and are firm.

The lumber market was fairly active and firm. 
The demand from Illinois and contiguous counties 
of other States is moderate, but the merchants of 
the States west of the Mississippi River are sending 
in liberal orders and the shipments to the East are 
considerable. The market is quoted firm im conse- 
quence of the probable shortage in the stock in the 
Northwest. The demand. for drugs and 
chemicals is improving. Furs were unchanged. 
There was a fair demand for hay, and timothy and 
nearly all grades of prairie were firmer, the receipts 
being light. on account of the bad roads in the 
country. Seeds were in requestand firm, clover 
being scarce and higher. Hides were easier. Poul- 
try was in fair supply and moderate request.

LUMBER PROSPECTS. 

The production of lumber the present year in 
the Northwest, and inthe East and Canada, will 
be considerably below the average of recent years. 
The remarkable winter has operated against suc- 
cessful logging in the woods, and the probable re- 
sult is a smaller available supply of logs to be 
sawn into lumber. It is estimated that the log 
crop secured in the Northwest will be 65 per cent 
ofa full stock. If this estimate be confirmed, the 
effect will be to enhance the value of pine lumber, 
provided the demand is equal to that of ordinary 
years. Mr. Van Shaick, to whom we are indebted 
for much of the following imformation, calculates 
that the receipts of Chicago the current year, in- 
cluding lamber from Lake Huron, will not exceed 
850, 000. 000 ft, against 1,065,000,000 in 1877, 
This estimate is made from data at hand, and is, 
of course, subject to change; but if it proves to be 
correct, and the truth will be known in a very few 
weeks, dry dimension stuff may then advance 
50c per 1,000 ft, and common inch 51. 00 
at once, and a more important rise in 
values may de expected in the fall. 
The upper grades may also feel the scarcity, and 
this with a new outlet, forashortage at Sag- 
inaw and Maskegon will be likely to drive East- 
ern buyers into this market. The present low 
rates of freight have already brought Eastern buy- 
ers for clears and high grades of flooring to Chi- 
cago. Only a few days ago thirteen cars of uppers 
were bought here and forwarded to Maine—one of 
the frontier lumber States. The present demand 
for lumber is chiefly from the States west of the 
Mississivpi, the stock on the river being insuf.- 
ficient, as manufacturers there failed to get a full 
supply of logs last year in time to saw them into 
lumber. 

The latest information from the principal lum- 
ber porte is as follows: At Muskegon, the largest 
manufacturing point on Lake Michigan, the quality 
of logs putin is 130,000,000 ft, including 50, - 
000,000 lying along the railroad track, which 
can be brought outatany time. The present out- 
side estimate of stock for Muskegon is 240, 000, 000 
ft, but it n feared the supply cannot be brought 
up to this figure, or increased even 40, 000. 000 ft 
unless prices should warrant bringing the logs in 
by rail in summer. The ground is swampy, and 
work could not Otherwise be done in warm 
weather. The original estimate of stock for Mus- 
kegon, made last fall, was. 375,000,000 
ft. „At Ludington about 80,000,000 ft, out 
of a full stock of 120,000,000, will be secured. 
Ward's mills, having a capacity of 40, 000, 000®ft, 
have now only 17,000,000 ft of logs, and repairs 
on one of the mills have been stopped. Manistee 
will have 90,000,000 ft out of 130,000,000, and 
logs can be fun out during the summer. Grand 
River is placed at 50 per cent of a full supply, and 
White Lake will probably get 80,000,000 ft, hav- 
ing already half that quantity, and the praspect of 
getting more is better there than at some other 
points. At Green Bay, including Menominee, 
Oconto, and smaller points, not counting Peshtigo 
and Ford River, the average estimate iq 65 per 
cent of a stock, or about 167,000,000 ft. At Ford 
River 12,000,000 ft were carried over, and the 
stock will be a full one of 22,000,000 ft. The 
Peshtigo Company, with stock carried over, will 
have about 40,000,000 ft, and jobbers on that 
stream will get 18,000,000 ft more. The Saginaw 
section is expected to have 40@50 per cent of a 
stock. Lumber has recently advanced thete $1. 00 
per 1,000 ft. It does not look as if the Lake Huron 
section would be abie to send much lumber West 
this. season. The Mississippi River district may 
have a full supply, ineiading the logs left over. 
provided the new logs can de run out of 
the streams. Of course these estimates may 
all be changed materially. March may go out like 
a lion, and give the lumbermen a few days of good 
sieighing, which would give them time to han! a 
large stock of logs, im the aggregate, to the 
streams, and perhaps completely change te situa- 
tion.

THE BANKS. 
STATE OF AFFAIRS YESTERDAY. 

Judge Otis and his force of clerks succeeded in 
paying 375 more State Savings depositors yester- 
day their portion in the 10 per cent dividend lately 
declared. Receiver Jackson, of the Third Nation- 
al, obtained the remaining checks to pay the 45 
per cent dividend to the depositors who were late 
in proving up their claims, and received informa- 
tion from the Comptroller that the checks to pay 
the second dividend, of 10 per cent, would be 
here before the week is out,—probably to-day or 
to-morrow. The depositors in the Third have so 


far fared better than those in any other broken in- 
stitution, and the Receiver is in hopes of being 
able to pay all claims in full, provided the remain- 
ing debtors to the bank vay up as well as those who 
have already chipped in, and provided, also, that 
he is given sufficient time. Should this be the final 
outcome of the settling-up, the stockhoiders will 
have cause to rejoice with exceeding great joy. Re- 
ceiver Ward yesterday paid off the $00 of taxes on 
the Fitch property, corner of Thirty-first street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, andthe title is now in 
the Beehive. The property has Deen appraised at 
$16,000, and is, therefore; worth redeeming and 
nursing until it can be sold to advantage. 

Receiver Glover, of the Central National, is still 
paying out that first dividend to such of the de- 

itors as were slow in proving up their claims. 

e thus the assets will pan out 35 or 40 cents on 
the dollar. That will leave about $200,000 still 
due to depositors, and the stockholders will be in- 
vited to pay up the full amount of their stock. 
There is about $53,000 of that stuff in the bank 
vaults. Endicott was the man who held it, and 
his continued absence gives little hope that he will 
ever be good for all of it or even a part of it.

FORT CUSTER. 
GETTING READY. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Fort Custer, Mont., Feb. 16.—Gettiog ready 
for a scout is a good deal like preparing a ship 
for action. Baggage-wagons have to be over- 
hauled and packed, the mules and horses shod, 
pack-saddles repaired and scraped, and any 
amount of rupe purchased to be used in cases 
of emergency. The soldiers get the thickest 
and homeliest of fur caps, buffalo-skin over- 
coats, and huge mittens, as they know full well 
how keen the blasts are on the high — 2 
plains. The lariats, bridles, saddles, blanketa, 
girths, and a hundred other things have to be 
inspected and mended; arid on every side there 
is evidence of cheerful activity. indeed, the 
Sergeants and Corporals are as busy as bees in 
a tar-bucket; and sucha scraping together of 
old horse-equipments, and guns, pistols, and 
cartridges, is seldom seen, except where troops 
are engaged in an active campaign. The borses, 
too, are carefully looked after, and any that are 
thought unfit for the trip are left behind. The 
lame, the halt, and the blind are thus summeri- 
ly disposed of, much to the satisfaction of all 


concerned. 
In the meantime the commissioned officers 


are not idle, but are thinking about rendering 
their meu as efficient as possible on short no- 
tice. The rationsfor the men and forage for 
the horses have to be looked after; and the con- 
ferences between the Company-Commanders 
and the First-Sergeants are to the last degree 
IMPRESSIVE AND IMPORTANT. 

In fact, if old Sitting-Bull, with all his tawny 
braves, were on the other side of the Big Horn

so as to get the utmost possible amount on that 
six mules can pull, is considered—next after 
loading a pack-muie—the highest of earthiy 
accomplishments; and to see one of these 
wagons loaded with every conceivabie thing is 
a sight to be remembered. i cannot say it is, 
like a thing of beauty, “a joy forever“: but it 
sets one’s thoughts running in new channels, 
and we get new ideas of space.

They are obliged to 
carry everything, and consider themselves in 
good luck if they get enough buifalo or elk 
meat, mixed with bacon, to satisfy their hunger. 
But they are a reckless set, and take everything 
in a happy frame of mind, from a snow-storm to 
a ducking in an icyriver. Some of them are 
excellent guides and scouts, and ali of them 
know how tp take carer of themselves under 
every possible contingency. Tney have not 
many comforts while scouting, and trust to their 
able bodies and love of adventure to carry them 
through all kinds of vicissitudes. Their horses 
require a great deal of care; and, if a soldier 
neglects his animal, he not only loses caste 
among his comrades, but is likely to receive a 
severe lecture from his company-officer. There 
is, as a genera) thing, the utmost good-feeiing 
between the officers and men,—each being ready 
to do a kindly service for the other whenever an 
opportunity offers. 
THE INDIAN ALLIES, 

among the Crows, are always ready to go on the 
war-peth; and their ponies are generally in 
good condition for such an enterprise. The 
gaudy blankets of the red-men, and their love 
of finery of all kinds, render them picturesque 
enough when a short distance off. They know 
all of the country bereabouts, and are, in conse- 


vantage when mounted, as they cling to their 
horses’ backs as if glued on. From their earli- 
est infancy they are taught to ride, and most of 
them, after sufficient preliminary training, be- 
come expert hurse-thieves.

found that they would have to give up this 
country, the various ye 2 8 
prepared for war; and, during year 1876, 
was by no means difficult for our soldiers to 
find them. They made some good fights, and 
left many a skeleton of our soldiers to attest 
their bravery. ie bad their women and chil- 
dren with them, roamed about in a leisurely 
sort of a way, that seemed to say they did not 
care how soon our er overtook m, as 
they felt confident of victory. They worsted 
our men on several occasions, while on others 
they got by far the worst of and 
are not now half as anxious to renew the con- 
flict as some of our people suppose. They 
found a safe asylum in British North America, 
where they seem content to remain. There are 
plenty of buffaloes above the Cypress Hills and 
along the course of the Wood Mountains. They 
can build their lodge-fires in peace, and, sitting 
in the smoke, make themselves as deep a brown 
as the outside of a Cincinnati ham, which is a 
shade darker than their natural complexion. 
An Indian loves the smoke of tobacco, apd in- 
hales all he can get into his lungs, letting it 
issue forth through his nostrils, which seems to 
give him tne highest of earthly pleasure.

insomuch that our dogs get their feet filled with 
thorns wheverer they are venturesome enough 
to chase a rabbit. e poor dogs cannot under- 
stand it, and come back moaning with 

while the rabbit is coursing off over the ls, 
laughing perhaps to think Low easily he has 
outwitted his enemy. These peare may be of 
some use, though as yet I have failed to dis- 
cover what it is. Sometimes ovr horses roll 
over on them, when they come up standing on 
their legs, with a sudden jerk, as if wholly 
unable to comprehend what had happened. At 
times men are thoughtless enough to sit down on 
a bunch, when the effect can be better imagined 
than dex ribed: this is always considered a cap- 
ital joke bv everybody except the victim, who, 
in a sad plight, curses everything under the sun. 
These prickly pears look well enough in flower- 
pots, except when they are adorned with pure- 
vellow flowers, early in the summer. Down on 
the plains of Texas they grow to an immense 
size, whereas here they arescrubby and stunted, 
and, in the main, unmitigated nuisance’. Mud- 
dy water is sometimes settled by splitting one 
of them open and throwing it into a bucketful; 
but, aside from this, they are of very questiona- 
ble utiliiy. 

In this letter I have endeavored to give you 
some idea of what we have to do whenever one 
of our periodical reports respecting indians is 
received. We are

the officers bent on getting glorv (such as it is), 
and the men animated by a desiré to seek ad- 
venture and be reiieved of the dull monotony of 
garrison life. I think every animate thing 16 
pleased, except perhaps the team-mules: and 
there seems no way on earth of pleasing them, 
judging from their looks and their perverse dis- 
itions. 

Of one thing you may be certain, which is the 
fact that the soldiers of this mn are by no 
means afraid to meet Sitting-Bull; and I believe 
he would be worsted should such a meeting 
take place. We have had several rumors lately 
to the effect that he was coming down; but, in- 
stead of doing so, he has moved, with his whole 
band, way above the Cypress Hills, where be 
feels safe from molestation by our troops. The 
fact is, aiter all that has been said about him, he 
is no more anxious to go into battle than any 
oue else; and, when he is to gain nothing Oy it, 
I cannot see why he should wish to fight. en 
generally fleht tor some object, and Sitting-Bull 
is far too wise a man to think he can drive the 
white men from this country.

AROUND BUFORD, 
AN UNEASY FEELING. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

BISMARck, D. T., March 4.—I have to report 

the condition of things above Buford and beyond 
unimproved. Recently three Cheyenne scouts, 
carrving dispatches from Gen. Miles to Fort 
Peck, were killed by roaming Agency Indians. 
Others in the party from Fort Keogh escaped 
and reported 130 lodges headed toward the 
petticoat Dominion. Sitting-Bull is a reported 
visitor of late to the Yankton camp near the 
mouth of Rock Creek. He wanted to trade for 
flour and provisions, but Black Catfish, head 
man of the Yanktons there, refused him admis- 
sion to the camp. Sitting-Bull’s people 
are out of meat, and the traveling Indians are 
not much better off. Buffalo are scarce on the 
British side, and Sitting-Bull says his camp is 
almost starving. Those op this side are not 
burdened with game, as they are anvious at 
Fort Belknap to sell their ponies for meat to 
the traders that gather about that point to sell 
the Indians arms and ammunition. Belknap is 
an abandoned post, except for the bold and cov- 
etous.white men who want to trade and turn an 
honest () penny with the native. 
A LETTER FROM POPLAR RIVER INDIAN AGENCY, 
sixty miles above Fort Buford, reports a general 
uneasiness and an excited feel The Indians 
are so numerous north of the Missouri, and the 
hostiles gp plenty, that there is every chance for 
a break-out. “Slippery Dick,” a well-known 
scout, has gone on a visit to Sitting-Bull's camp. 
He proposes to take a close and intelligent peep 
at — He was there last October, and isn’t 
afraid. 

The Indian Agent at Poplar River is fencing 
in 8,000 acres,and proposes to stiffen the loyaity 
of his 9.000 Yanktons by teaching them how to 
farm. They will probably stiffen him before he 
succeeds in making country gentlemen” out 
of very many of Medicine Bear’s bucks. 

Poplar River rerorts uo snow in that vicinity 
yet, and Missouri River ice liable to break up 
any day. 

Gen. Sturgis has arrived and assumed com- 
meee of Fort A. Lincoln, relieving Maj. Til- 
ord. 

The Department will build a big freight devot 
here for handling military stores. The site has 
been selected, and work on the building will 
begin within a month. 

The travel to the Hills is on the increase, and 
trains of forty wagons are becoming common.
